 þiſt, We proved Eight Qualifications in-the 4 of Set- 
tlement againſt him, the leaſt of which made him unca» 
pable of being reſtored as [nnocent. We proved, 
I. That he was to have a hand in ſurprizing the Caſtle of 
Dublin, z# the Tear, 1641. 
2. That he was of the Rebels party before the x 5th. of Sep- 
tember,. 1643. which we made appear by his hourly and fre- 
| quent intercourſe with Renny O Moore, aud many others ; 
| being himſelf the moſt notorious of the ſaid Rebels. W 
| | 3- That he entred into the Roman Catholick Confederacy 
| before the Peace in 1643. |

To be ſhort, there never was ſo great a Rebel, that had 
ſo much fayour from ſo good a King: And it is very evi- 
dent to me, though young, and ſcarce yet brought upon 
the Stage, that the conſequence of theſe things will be ye- 
ry bad;. and if God of his extraordinary Mercy do not 
prevent it, War, and (if poſſible) greater Judgments, can- 
not be far from us; where Vice is Patroniz'd, and .4- 
trim, a Rebel vpon Record, and ſo lately and clearly 

oved one, ſhould have no other colour for his Actions 
Cor the King's own Letter ;. which takes all Imputations 
from Antrim, and lays them totally upon his own. Father.
